Good Orator 1s not only eloquent, but his Knowledge pene- 
trates into both Men and Things; abounds with capacious 
Thoughts, has a quick Apprehenſion, underſtands all Arts 
and Sciences, and by a Volubility of Speech facetiouſly delivers himſelf 
upon any Subject extempore to an Audience; can bitterly inveigh upon 
an emergent Occaſion, with an Emphaſis and juſt Cadence; is a keen 
Satyriſt, and ſharp like a two-edged Sword; alſo a Logician, and can 
argue ſtrenuouſly upon the Rule, Qui Color albus erat, nunc eft contra- 
rius albo; but this is a Gift not to be acquired by Art, notwithſtanding 
ſo many conceited and half-learned C—xc-—bs attempt it by a promit- | 
cuous Jumble of Miſcellanies, ſome of which ſometimes being able to 
furniſh a Man of profound Learning with ſuch a Chain of Reaſoning as > 
would fill a large Volume in Folio; and yet theſe inconſiderate People 
will pretend to adminiſter a Concatenation of Diſcourſe upon every 
> Thing offered to them by the Public, (tho' a Fool may ask a wiſe Man 
a Queſtion that he cannot reſolve) with the Addition of a little Turn 
of Humour, and falſe Wit, odd Geſture, and cunning Sophiſtry, to a- 
* muſe, and make laugh the fain-would-be-thought Curious, and juggic 
Money out of their Pockets: 


Thus one Fool ſhakes his Head at Another, 
And lolls out his Tongue at his empty Brother, EvicTETUSs. 


There is no Sort of Blindneſs fo bad as when we voluntarily ſhut our 
Eyes and will not ſee; it being obſtinate Stupidity, and conſummate 
Abſurdity; ſuch an Audience unable to digeſt a learned Oration in any 
of the three Sciences, that would really be of public Utility, would neither 
be at half the Trouble or Expence, tho! it was to preſerve a worthy honeſt 
Man from a Goal; nor endeavour to fortify their Minds, or burden their 
Memories, with any Thing valuable, or praiſe-worthy ; or give one third 
of the Attention to edify for the Benefit of Mankind, as they do to hear 
ſuch empty and ridiculous Jargon, as, © Whether the Inferiors may firſt 
take Notice of the Superiors, by the Ceremony of the Hat, c. 
(like Children with their Riddles) to converſe about afterwards with 
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being a very good Friend to the Phyſician, if ſhe be not obſtructed in 
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Teutology and incoherent Nonſence over a Pipe and Bottle. What is 


this but empirical Mountebanking, or ſelling a Packet of Words for a 
Shilling, pretending to cure them of Simplicity, and give them a copious 
Underſtanding in Matters they were ignorant of, by a Medicine that upon 
{rial not only proves abortive, but makes them much worſe, in being 


more intolerable and greater F—ls than they were before? For when 
they are thus faſcinated by the captivating Charms of falſe Eloquence, 
and the Repretentative that mounts the Roſtrum will hold up a Feather 


in a proper Poſition with a little Grimace, &c. 


Then boldly irritate a loud Laughter, 
The dull F—ls are ſure to follow after. 


Thus exhibite any {imple Thing to a public Audience, and it will be 


univerſally thought very humorous and witty; and the late comical 


Farce of the Man that was to be put into the Quart-Bottle at the little 
Theatre in the. Hay-Market is a plain Demonſtration to evince the 
Truth of this Incongruity. Theſe Men ſtudy the Way of the World, 
and how to get Money; they very well know what Baubles and Toys 
will pleaſe Fools and Children beſt; have a String of Words, and a Me- 


thod of converting them artfully to moſt Subjects beſt-pleafing to their 
ſhallow Audience, with their old-faſhioned Similes of being like a Cat 
treading upon a hot Grid - Iron, with a Laugh, Oc. But away with ſuch 
Whims, and may the Public for the future become wiſer, is my hearty 
and fincere Wiſh. Let if any of theſe vain Orators, by a Majority of any 
of their Audience, any Night be deemed lunatic; apply to Doctor 
Billings, and they, or any of them, ſhall be cured, gratis: And to prove 
the Name is not fictitious, nor the Verity of this grand Propoſition of 
curing Lunatics, experimentally, by a new, and gentle Method, in three 
Months; will corroborate the Validity with the Approbation of ſeveral

moſt charitable Motive of doing public Good, I was induced to propoſe 
to the World a Secret concealed from the moſt judicions Naturaliſt, and 
a Matter of the greateſt Importance, which is the Cure of Lunatics, 
by an eaſy, new, and experienced Method, in three Months.

Ihe firſt Intention of Hoſpitals undoubtedly was to be of Service to the 
Public, and more Cures would be performed in them, if the Doctors 
could be prevailed upon to variate a little with ſome Conſtitutions who 


have been accuſtomed to live well, or perhaps luxuriouſly ; to indulge 
Nature more freely than in the common Method of their dietic Courſe; 
for their too ſevere Reſtriction, and ſo much Abſtemiouſneſs, not only 
retards Nature's Efforts, and makes her a ſtubborn Adverſary; but deters 
ſome from entering themſelves Patients, and cauſes others to be diſchar- 
ged uncured, that afterwards are cured by inferior Practitioners, and the 
Uſe of a more liberal Diet; fo inſtead of being publickly uſeful as in- 


tended,

tended, they too often encourage Venery with Harlots, and cauſes them 
to ſin without Controul, in Defiance of the Laws, their Poverty being 
no Bar to prevent it; and the Name of Proprietor ſo deafens the Ears, 


and blinds the Eyes of the Populace, that they can neither hear the 


Voice of a Phyſician without a Chariot, nor ſee a leſs external Appearance 


without a prejudiced Thought of his Ability, to the Ruin of Thouſands 
of as much Learning and Judgment; not thinking that Proſperity too 
often makes ſome eſtabliſhed Practitioners more indolent, depreſs their 


Thoughts, and cauſes them to be more dilatory in Improvement; there- 
fore commonly Neceſſity is the Inventor, and ſhe only it is that the 
Public is obliged to for this new Method of curing Lunatics; for not 
having had the leaſt Deſire of publiſhing this important Affair, till 
lately, in the Public Advertiſer, it remained almoſt buried in Oblivion, 
like many other Caſes of Conſequence in Phyſic, that lie unregarded 
for a conſiderable Time, until revived by ſome eminent Phyſician in o- 
pulent Circumſtance ; which amply ſhews the great Depravity of the 
Age, and the ſmall Diſcernment of the Generality of Mankind. —Thus 


the Acquiſition of Practice 1s inveſted by a few with moſt Friends, and 


that obliges others that have had a Fortune ſpent upon a liberal Edu- 


ation, for want of Employment to live in a deplorable Situation; and 
thro' the Want of not having this Matter maturely conſidered by the 


Legiſlature, how to anticipate the ſeveral Diſtreſſes of Gentlemen thus 
educated with univerſal Learning, who are out of Buſineſs; by a Pro- 


viſion to keep them from ſtarving ; it is no Wonder there are ſo many 
Robberies committed, and Villanies acted in the Nation; ſome of which 
chuſing rather couragiouſly to face Death, and reſolutely plunge them- | 
ſelves into Eternity, than continue to live with cruel Fate, and miſerable 
Poverty.) Now, from this long Digreſſion I will return to the Subject

Men are but Children of a larger Growth, whoſe Appetites are as apt 
co change as theirs, and full as craving, and full as vain too; yet the 


soul ſhut up in her dark Room, viewing the World abroad, at home 
© ſees nothing; but like a Mole in Earth, buſy and blind, works all 
© her Folly up, and caſts it outward, to the World's open View'. Dryden.
